Archeologists Find 
Rare Mayan Tomb

IXCANRJO, Guatemala — Ar- 
cheologists in the remote Peten 
jungle area of northern Guatema- 
la have uncovered a painted Ma- 
yan tomb more than 1,500 years 
old. untouched by looters and in 
□early perfect condition. 

As the first painted tomb to be 
found intact in the Mayan low- 
lands since the early 1960s, it is 
considered by Mayan scholars to 
be a major discovery. Among its 
contents, including elaborate and 
mysterious wall paintings, pottery 
and a male skeleton wrapped in 
the remnants of a shroud, is a 
beautifully crafted jar with hiero- 
glyphics and a screw-top lid that 
was greeted with amazement by 
the scientists.

The 
other day the Soviet defense minister declared 
that the Kremlin was putting the United States 
under a more threatening offshore nuclear 
gun. and the next day the foreign minister 
again spumed a European appeal to return to 
the arms control talks that his government 
walked out of last year. Tomorrow . . . 

Sober people believe that the basic Soviet 
purpose is to frighten the West about “tomor- 
row” — to induce such alarm about the slate of 
relations and the prospect of war that Western 
publics wQl force an accommodaiion to Soviet 
ways. Even those who think Ronald Reagan's 
ideology and arms program have made a sub- 
stantial contribution to gridlock must admit 
the purposefulness of the Soviet campaign. 

Look, for instance, at the rocket- rattling of 
the last year or so in the Soviets* own words: 
its defense programs "make Japan a likely 
target fora nuclear response strike" Scandina- 
vian countries are “lo bum in the fire of 
nuclear war in the name of 'Atlantic solidari- 
ty.’ ” Helmut Kohl's election could result in 
West Germany “ascending a nuclear gallows.” 


Deployment of U.S. missiles could make all of 
ftaly “a Pompeii." This is the policy Kremlin 
spokesmen call “peaceloving.” 

In the White House, Mr. Reagan's advisers 
are calculating how the impasse may affect his 
re-election campaign. As it stands now. the 
Kremlin is probably helping him. He must 
account for his share of the breakdown in 
relations — he offered a defense in his news 
conference Tuesday night — but the Demo- 
crats have the harder task of criticizing him 
without seeming to take the Soviet side. 

On his part, Mr. Reagan has strengthened 
those in the Kremlin who are more interested 
in challenging than in cooperating in some 
ways with the United States. This has hap- 
pened at a time when, because of the illnesses 
and political weaknesses of three successive 
leaders, the Kremlin has been going through 
its own — continuing — private “election.” 

The situation is not likely to change before 
1985 at the earliest. The American people will 
have given a new judgment on the combina- 
tion of firmness and flexibility they want in 
their foreign policy. The handful of Soviets in 
the leadership will have to respond somehow. 

In the right conditions, a backing off — it 
would have to be mutual — might begin. 

Meanwhile, although, as Mr. Reagan said 
Tuesday night, war is not imminent, this is a 
nasty and uncertain time, not one to be regard- . 
ed as normal or desirable or. for that matter, 
sustainable for long without rising risk.

It is dear from almost every Soviet state- 
ment recently that the Communist leaders in 
Moscow hope to frighten the Western world 
into believing that President Reagan is the 
cause of all tension. The Soviet leadership 
obviously does not want Mr. Reagan to be re- 
elected. Just as obviously it wants to convince 
Europeans that Mr. Reagan's re-election 
would be a danger to them. too. Perhaps ihey 
fed that if they bend enough Western ears 
about the iniquity of Mr. Reagan and the 
urgent need for the cruise and Pershing mis- 
siles to be taken away from Europe again, they 
will achieve both the defeat of Mr. Reagan at 
the polls and the withdrawal of the missiles. 

Western spokesmen in Moscow should thus, 
with persistence, press the point that iris only 
the refusal of the Soviets to resume negotia- 
tions which is holding up progress on arms 
control. Only the Soviets have walked away 
from negotiations. It would be quite wrong, 
and ultimately self-defeating, to allow their 
ploy to influence the nature of the Western 
arms control position. That should be devel- 
oped for the moment when negotiations re- 
sume. If the Soviets are determined to wait 
until the outcome of the presidential election 
becomes more dear, then so be iL In the run of 
history, that is not long to wait.

Thatcher Goverameiit, Leftist Council Head for Clash

LIVERPOOL, England — The 
question Mew Yorkers asked one 
another a decade ago --what hap- 
pens if the dry actually goes bank- 
rupt? — now confronts this bat- 
tered old port on the River- Mersey. 

Squeezed by a long period of 
economic dw 4 inc and by spending 
restraints imposed by the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, the City Council is 
threatening to approve an unbal- 
anced and therefore illegal budget 
sometime in the next five or six 
weeks. If it does so, the authorities 
in London would have to take over 
and make draconian cuts in public 
services. And that, level-headed 
people say, might well lead to a 
renewal of the noting that scarred 
the Toxteth area three years ago. 

A final effort to end the crisis 
began Monday, with low-level ne- 
gotiations between local and na- 
tional civil servants. But the coun- 
cil is now controlled by leftist 
Labor Party militants who gained 
seats in the May 3 local elections. 
Their spokesman, Derek Hatton, 
the deputy leader, said that the 
election results constituted a man- 
date for their refusal to cut services 
or jobs or to raise property taxes 
enough to maintain tnwn at the 
current levels. 

“There is no such thing as a man- 


date for illegal action,” responded 
Patrick Jenkin, the environment 
minu ter, who is responsible for lo- 
cal government He said that there 
would be no substantial new allo- 
cations to Liverpool.

KOUROU, French Guiana — 
Europe has successfully completed 
its fust commercial launch of a 
satellite, placing its 1 1 -nation space 
program in direct competition for 
business with the UiL space shut- 
tle. 

A three-stage Ariane rocket was 
launched Tuesday night from the 
space center in tins French territo- 
ry on the north coast of South 
America Fifteen minutes later, it 
fired an American company’s tele- 
communications satellite toward 

geostationary orbit 23,000 miles 
(36,800 kilometers) above the 
Earth. 

Although it was the ninth launch 
of an Ariane rocket by the Europe- 
an Space Agency, it was the first 
purely commercial venture and, ac- 
ceding to officials here, a com- 
plete success. 

Prior to the launch, two count- 
downs were aborted because of 
what turned out to be minor prob- 
lems. 

After the third countdown was 
completed. President Francois 
Mitterrand of France imm e diat ely 


sent congratulations to the ground 
crew here. 

“The ninth shot of Ariane was 
successful and shows once again 
the viability of the European 
launcher,” Mr. Mitterrand said. “I 
add my wishes for the success of 
the Arianespace company which, 
for the fust time, has carried out in 
its own name the launching opera- 
tions and which is inaugurating the 
first commercial space transport 
line." 

Arianespace is a French-con- 
trolled consortium of 47 European 
banks, aerospace com pani es and 
the French National Center for 
Space Studies. It was created to 
market the services of the Europe- 
an rocket. 

The first private customer was 
GTE-Spacenet, which paid $25 
million to put its Spacenet-1 satel- 
lite in orbit. Fourteen other compa- 
nies have signed contracts valued at 
$765 milli on for the launch of 28 
satellites through 1987. 

Arianespace officials say they 
hope to v in are- third of the market 
between now and 1995, which they 
estimate will involve the launching 
of 300 satellites. 


The Spacenet- 1 satellite, owned 
by GTE Spacenet Corp. of Mc- 
Lean, Virginia, will not reach its 
final stationary orbit until an on- 
board rocket is fired Saturday.

Richard von Weizsacker first 
went into business, beading the 
economic policy department of the 
Mannesmann steel concern, and 
served as the president of the Prot- 
estant Church Congress. His long 
association with the Protestant 
churches has opened doors to kin- 
dred groups in East Germany. 

In 1969, he was elected to the 
Bundestag and soon joined the 
ranks of the Christian Democratic 
leadership. Five years later the par- 
ty put him forward as its candidate 
for president, but he lost out to the 
Free Democrat, Walter Scbed. who 
was supported by the governing 
center left coalition.

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Salvador Opening Trial in Nuns’ Deaths

SAN SALVADOR — The long- 
awaited trial of five Salvadoran na- 
tional guardsmen accused oT killing 
four U.S- church women started 
Wednesday in a small and heavily 
guarded courtroom. 

The trial was opened by Judge 
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Bernardo Rauda, 46, a criminal 
judge in the town of Zacatecoluca. 
30 miles (50 kilometers) southeast 
of San Salvador. 

[The judge swore in a jury of 
three men and two women. The 
Associated Press reported from Za- 
catecoluca. The two other prospec- 
tive jurors who arrived at court 
were dismissed, one for physical 
reasons and the other at the request 
of the defense. 

[Mr. Rauda said the trial would 
be held without the usual two alter- 
nate jurors. The trial was expected 
to last no more than two days.) 

Twelve prospective jurors were 
supposed to appear in court under 
threat of a $7 fine. Five were to be 
chosen by lot to rule in the case. 
The prosecution and defense each 
had the right to reject one juror. 

Mr. Rauda has been threatened 
for handling the case, and he sus- 
pects that the murder of his broth- 
er, slabbed in the back a year ago, 
was an attempt to warn him off. 

Trials, not to mention convic- 
tions, of members of the army and 
security forces are rare in El Salva- 
dor. but this case has been marked 
by intense U.S. pressure for a ver- 
dict

Arrowheads Discovered at Custer Site ££e

C ROW AGENCY, Montana — An archaeological 
survey has turned up the first dues that the 
Indians who wiped out Lieutenant Colonel George 
Custer’s command a century ago probably were armed 
with bows and arrows as well as rifles. 

It has beat generally accepted dial bows were used 
in the June 1876 battle between the Sioux and Chey- 
enne and the 220 men of Custers 7th Cavalry, but 
there was no proof until now, say archaeologists at the 
Custer Battlefield site. 


an archaeological crew exploring the battlefield wii 
metal detectors, said Tim Court, the battlefield’s su- 
perintendent Last week, a metal detector located a 
steel-point arrowhead near the head of Deep Ravine, 
a National Park Service spokesman said. 

A team of archaeolo ~ ' 
battlefield since May 7. 
tagged — 80 percent of wbkh are related to the battle 
on June 25, 1876, Mr. Court said. 

The arrowheads were uncovered near the bead- 
stones marking the spots where Custer and some of his 
command made their last stand. 

“We always assumed that most of the Indians had 
bows and arrows,” Mr. Court said. He added that the 
arrowheads “were very thin, and rusted easily and 
disintegrated over die years.”.. , . 

The dows would have been useful to the Indians 


fighting in the grassy, rolling hills. The Indians could 
have stayed out of sight below cavalry positions and 
arced their arrows into the troopers’ strongholds, Mr. 
Court said. 

He said it would be difficult to determine how 
extensively the bow was used in the battle, but the 
small number found so far may give some indication. 

The survey team has also turned up an 1870 nickeL 
Although the troopers reportedly were recently paid, 
few coins have been found. Battlefield historians have 
theorized the victorious Indians took coins and trin- 
kets from the soldiers’ bodies after the battle. Some 
believe the relics are still hidden around the 
battleground.

Enzyme Tied to Alzheimer’s Disease 

ATLANTA (UPI) —A scientist investigating Alzheimer’s disease says 
there is solid evidence that a lack of a specific enzyme in the brain 
contributes to the development of the memory-loss disorder. 

Dr. Herbert R. Karp said the enzyme, which he identified as choline 
acetyttransferase, is necessary to form neuro transmitters that transfer 
information from one nerve cell to another. 

“Without that enzyme, one nerve cell can’t communicate with anoth- 
er Dr. Karp said in an interview. “It’s the first time we’ve had this kind 
of specific handle on what’s goin£ on. It’s the first time we’ve been able to 
focus on a specific defect that might be modified." Alzheimer’s disease is 
a disorder associated with aging that can destroy a person’s memory and 
eventually his entire personality. 

Hormones May Alter Motion Sickness 

NEW YORK (NYT) — Research by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration suggests that hormones may have something to do 
with the different ways people ream to motion sickness. 

Studies at a space agency laboratory in Houston showed that persons 
who were resistant to motion sickness produced larger amounts of such 
honnones as adrenalin, noradrenaline and ACTH than those whose 
queasiness set in readily. The hormones are known to be part of the 
body’s normal reaction io stress and danger. 

The studies, reported in the Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, showed not only that men who were resistant to motion sickness 
produced more of the hormones than the others did under the stressful 
conditions, but also that their natural levels of the hormones were higher 
even when there was no motion. 

Vitamin C Is Found to Benefit Lungs 

MIAMI (Reuters) — Vitamin C prevents large passages in the lungs 
from narrowing tad may protect against some forms of lung damage, 
according to a University of Maryland researcher. 

Dr. Marie Chatham said the preliminary findings, presented at the 
annual meeting here of the American Lung Association, show chat 
vitamin C may benefit persons exposed to ozone and patients who are 
likely io develop breathing problems when they receive oxygen or 
radiation therapy. 

Dr. Chatham and her colleagues found that a daily dose of one gram of 
vi tamin C, more than 20 times the federal government's recommended 
daily allowance, reduced narrowing of the bronchial tubes usually seen in 
people exposed to ozone. But the vitamin did not, however, relieve the 
burning eyes, coughing or chest pain that are the other symptoms of 
ozone poisoning 

Eye Disease linked to Chromosome 

BALTIMORE (AP) — The discovery of a chromosomal defect linked 
to a hereditary disease that can cause blindness may eventually allow 
doctors lo determine who is a carrier, say officials of the National 
Retinitis Pigmentosa Foundation. 

Dr. Alan Laties, chairman of the foundation, announced that research- 
ers at (he Medical Research Council Clinical and Population Cytogenet- 
ics Unit in Edinburgh. Scotland, have identified the precise location of 
the retinitis pigmentosa defect on a sex chromosome. 

The discovery is likely to be used within two years to tell a pregnant 
woman, through amniocentesis on the fetus, whether her unborn baby 
will have the disease. Dr. Laties said. The research also may lead to a test 
that can tell whether a man or woman is an RP carrier before becoming a 
parent, officials said. 

RP is a group of inherited diseases that involve degeneration of the 
retina, affecting most victims during ages 10 to 25. It can cause nigbt 
blindness, tunnel vision, or total blindness. The diseases are estimated lo 
affect about 400,000 Americans and 3 million people worldwide. 

MIT Develops 3-D View of Organisms 

CAMBRIDGE, Massachusetts (UPI) — Scientists at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology have developed a technique of taking three 
dimensional pictures of tiring organisms inside cells and to “walk around 
and look at the cells from different angles.” 

Scientists expect the technique, which combines the seeing power of an 
electron microscope with the calculating ability of a large computer, to 
provide new understandings of the processes of life. - .- -

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Analyst Warns Gulf Crisis

IBM U.K. Overcoming 
Hurdle of Nationalism

LONDON — Late last December, International Business Ma- 
chines Corp.’s subsidiary here unintentionally set off a political 
firecracker. In a letter to 30 companies that leased its products, British 
IBM cautioned that users were required to obtain U.S. government 
approval before moving certain kinds of mainframe computers, even 
from one office to another. 

There followed an explosion of indignation in Parliament, where 
resentment was already nigh over Washington's efforts to strengthen 
its control of certain higb-teeb exports from allied countries. 

“What happens in the U.K_," said Norman Tebbitt, Britain’s 
secretary of trade and industry, “is governed by U.K. law.” 

It was an embarrassing moment for the subsidiary, IBM United 
Kingdom Holdings, which says it sent out the letter as a practical 
matter. The U.S. government requires permits for moving or export- 
ing any equipment involving U.S. high technology. 

IBM U.K. said leasing companies “didn't see the need for timely 
action” when applying for Commerce Department permits, which can 
take months to process. 

Bui the uproar has done little to affect the buying decisions of 
computer buyers in Britain. For no matter what they think of the 
company's political manners, the reality is that the international 
computer giant, long dominant in other European countries, has 
recently become the leading information systems company in Britain. 

Its total sales in Britain rose 30 percent in 1983. to SI .3 billion; 
IBM’s largest competitor. International Computers, had $700 million 
of sales in Britain. 

The gain has been swift. Two years ago, IBM U.K. passed Interna- 
tional Computers Ltd., the troubled British manufacturer, as the 
leading supplier of mainframe units. 

Now, IBM appears ready to overtake Apple, the current leader of 
the personal computer segment — and everyone else. IBM now has 
about 13 percent of the British personal-computer market; Apple 
about 20 percent. 

More important in a country with the highest per-capita ownership 
of personal computers in the world, IB Ms PC models have gained 
their 15-percent share in a little more than a year, since they were 
belatedly introduced. 

Analysts expect that the percentage will grow to between 20 and 23 
percent by the end of the year, and say that pre-emptive price cuts by 
IBM on its PC line in March bore the stamp of an aggressive market 
leader.

U.S., Japan Reach Accord 
On World Role for Yen

ROME — The United States 
and Japan, as expected, have 
agreed on a package of measures to 
open Japanese capita) markets and 
internationalize the yen, officials 
said Wednesday. 

The agreement was reached in 
three days of talks here between the 
U.S. Treasury undersecretary. Ber- 
yl SprinkeL and the Japanese depu- 
ty finance minister. Tomomitsu 
Oba. 

Japanese negotiators said details 
of the agreement could be pub- 
lished by the end of this month 
after ratification by Washington 
and Tokyo. 

One Japanese official said “liber- 
alization of our domestic capital 
market and internationalization of 
the yen will help the more efficient 
functioning erf the Japanese econo- 
my and the world economy.” 

The United Stales has been 
pressing Japan to relax controls on 
foreign banks in Japan, allowing 
them more access to long-term 
funds, and to permit the wider use 
of the yen outside Japan. 

U.S. Treasury officials said this 
could lead to more foreign invest- 
ment in the yen, forcing up its val- 
ue, and take some of the upward 
pressure off the dollar, in turn help- 
ing U.S. exporters. 

Officials declined to go into de- 
tail but confirmed reports that one 
issue discussed was the develop- 
ment of overseas financial markets 
for lending and borrowing yen. 

Japan pressed the United States 
for changes in the unitary tax sys- 
tem, under which some states tax 
the worldwide earnings of foreign 
companies operating within the 
states. 

Implementation of the accord, if 
it is accepted by the two govern- 
ments, would be spread out, vary- 
ing from point to point of the pack- 
age, (me Japanese official said. 

A report on the talks will be 
presented to Treasury Secretary 
Donald T. Regan of the United 
States and Finance Minister No- 
buru Takeshita of Japan, Mr. 
Sprinkel said.

Tokyo Prepares to Let 
U.S. Certify Products

TOKYO — The Japanese gov- 
ernment is preparing for the first 
time to allow a U-S. testing labora- 
tory to certify products as meeting 
Japanese safety and quality re- 
quirements. Japanese and U.S. of- 
ficials have said. 

The action will help U.S. compa- 
nies sell products in Japan by mak- 
ing it easier for them to obtain the 
Japanese equivalent of the Under- 
writers Laboratories' seal used in 
the United States. Foreign manu- 
facturers have complained that dif- 
ficulties in obtaining certification 
have been a major non-tariff barri- 
er to entry into the Japanese mar- 
ket 

The Japanese Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry said 
the Applied Research Laboratories 
of Florida Inc., based in Miami, 
would be its first designated for- 
eign-inspection agency. The offi- 
cial designation is to be made in 
Washington in June. 

The laboratory, however, will be 
able to inspect only electrical mate- 
rials and appliances, such as wire, 
air-conditioners and television sets. 

In Miami, Robert D. SUverstein, 
who heads laboratory accreditation 
for Applied Research Laboratories, 
said: “I believe that it was the com- 
pany’s commi linen} to opening the 
Japanese market, persistence and 
willingness to negotiate with the 


government that got us the much 
sought-after certification." The 
company will seek io certify a wid- 
er range of goods in rite future, Mr. 
SUverstein said.

and that suniliar “competitive pres- 
sures" were encountered elsewhere 
in Europe. 

Since January, in a ranking of 16 
Western European countries, in- 
cluding France, Renault has Men 
to fifth place, behind Ford of the 
United States, Fiat of Italy, Gener- 
al Motors’ Opel division and the 
Volkswagen group, both based in 
West Germany, company execu- 
tives said. Between 1980 and 1983 
Renault ranked Erst. 

Central to Renault’s strategy to 
improve its performance are a sub- 
stantial investment program and 
the bringing out of a new model 
each year, which also will involve 
cutting the development time for 
the average Renault automobile to 
five from seven yearn, executives 
said. Company investments rose to 
10.5 billion francs last year from 
8 J 8 billion francs in 1981 The 
largest share, totaling 9 3 billion ■ 
francs, went into the automobile 
sector, which had pretax ear nings 
of 674 million francs in 1983. 

This year group investments will 
remain at the 1983 level, or they 
may be increased. “It is prut of 
Renault's tradition to invest and 
keeping up, despite a difficult, deli- 
cate period of transition,” said 
Francois Doubin, the company’s 
director of information, adding 
“we need to invest more and fast- 
er." 


About 20 percent of Renault's 
investments are being financed 
from within the company, execu- 
tives said. They added that they 
were comfortable with the present 
level of long-term, consolidated

MOSCOW — Italy Wednes- 
day signed a Jong-postponed 
contract to buy Siberian, natural 
gas on terms described by the 
Italians as internationally com- 
petitive and favorable to Italy. 

More than two years ago, Ita- 
ly suspended talks on buying 
the Soviet gas from' Siberia to 
protest tire martial law crack- 
down in Poland, bnt the negoti- 
ations were reopened this 
spring. France, West Germany 
and Austria earlier signed 
agreements to buy the gas, fiom 
the Urengoi field in western Si- 
beria. 

Tire agreement was signed i 
Wednesday between SNAM, a 1 
subsidiary of the Italian state 
energy group Enle Naaonale 
Idrocarburi, known as ENL 
and the Soviet agency Soyuzga- 
zeksporL 

Italian officials hoe would 
not release precise terms of the 
agreement, but rhey said that it 
provides for Italy to buy a mini- 
mum of 154 trillion cubic feet a 
year at a price that will be “very 
competitive” with world energy 
pikes. 

Tire agreement also provides 
for redlining Italy’s 2.6 billion 
lire (S13-mulkm) trade deficit 
with, the Soviet Union by one 
half by 1986 through Soviet 
purchases of Italian products. 


EFTA, at Its Summit, Urges Closer Ties With EC

VISBY, Sweden — The seven- 
nation European Free Trade Asso- 
ciation wants closer ties with the 
European Community through the 
rapid reduction of non-tariff trade 
barriers, EFTA heads of govern- 
ment said Wednesday at the end of 
a three-day summit here. 

The association and tire EC 
should aim at “creation of a genu- 
ine home market" spanning all the 
countries of Western Europe, ac- 
cording to Prime Minister Olof 
Palme of Sweden, the host of EF- 
TA's fir st sum mit since 1977. 

Both EFTA and the EC are each 
other’s largest trading partners and 
account for 40 percent of r world 
trade. The last tariffs between the 
two groupings were abolished last 
Jan. 1. 

The EFTA declaration, signed 

by the heads of government of Aus- 


tria, Finland, Iceland, Norway. 
Portugal, Sweden and Switzerland, 
also called for cooperation with the 
EC in industrial research and de- 
velop men t. 

It raid tire governments “attach 
great importance to intensifying in- 
ternational cooperation aimed at 
stronger and sustained economic 
growth without rekindling infla- 
tion, moderating exchange-rate 
fluctuations, a speedier adjustment 
to new technologies and market 
conditions and a reduction of pro- 
tectionist pressures.” 

" The document stopped short of 
the strong call for coonlinated eco- 
nomic expansion suggested by Mr.

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Japan's recovery trend receives added 
strength from firmer corporate demand 
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When the Japanese economy 
began to recover a year ago. 
the cause was a surge in ex- 
ports to the U.S. The strong ex- 
pansion of the American eco- 
nomy has since been a major 
element sustaining the business 
recovery in Japan; added to 
this in recent months is a 
gradual strengthening of 
domestic demand in private 
sectors. 

According to tbe national in- 
come statistics released in mid- 
March, the inflation-adjusted 
gross national product grew 0.8 
per cent after seasonal adjust- 
ment in the last three months of 
1983 over the preceding period 
The gain was smaller than the 
preceding quarter’s 1.5 per 
cent, but it was characterized 
by a notably strong expansion 
of private domestic demand, 
which contributed l.i percent- 
age points to tbe overall growth. 
Despite tbe slowdown of the 
overall growth rate, therefore, 
the recovery trend may safely 
be considered to have become 
more solid. 

As far the ingredients of 
domestic demand, housing and 
business capital expenditures 
showed higher growth rates, 
while inventory accumulation 
also turned positive. Consump- 
tion expenditures grew at a 
slower pace, however. 

By contrast, the contribution 
by the current overseas sur- 
plus . a main factor for eco- 
nomic growth in the July- 
September period, shrank to 0.1 
percentage point because a 
sharp increase in imports 
cancelled out a continuously 
strong growth of exports. Public 

demand, tm the other hand, ac- 
counted for minus 0.5 per cent of 
the last quarter's economic 
growth. The weakness in this 
sector of the economy was a 
result of tbe front-loading of 
public works investment in the 
early months of fiscal 1983. 

Continuous rise in 
ex ports anttl imports 
How has each demand factor 
been faring after the last 
quarter of 1983? Exports in- 
creased 3-9 per cent in volume 
on a customs clearance basis in 
January over the preceding 
month after seasonal adjust- 


ment followed by another 
strong gain of 3-3 per cent in 
February. 

In dollar value, exports in 
February were up 20 per cent 
over a year earlier. By market 
the gain was remarkable at 55.9 
per cent in shipments to the 
U.S. By commodity, office 
machinery tup 72.5 per centt 
electronics products, including 
semiconductors, top 63.3 per 
cent!, and tape recorders, in- 
cluding video laperecorders, 
(up 42.4 per cent i continued to 
mark exceptionally strong 
gains. 

However, growth in exports 
is considered likely to become 
more moderate in a couple of 
months because the value of ex- 
port letters of credit received 
during January through March 
showed a only marginal gain of 
0.1 per cent over the preceding 
three months (after seasonal 
adjustment). 

Seasonally adjusted imports 
declined 3 per cent in volume 
Tram the preceding month in 
January, but surged 5.1 per 
cent in February. Compared 
with the level of a year earlier, 
the dollar value of February 
.imports were up 14.8 per cent, 
with those from the U.S. and 
EC countries scoring particu- 
larly sharp gains (31 per cent 
and 33.6 per cent, respec- 
tively). All commodity groups 
recorded increases, with the 
exception of lumber (down 14 
per cent), crude and raw oil 
(down 0.5 per cent, but up 14.4 
per cent in volume), and 
liquefied petroleum gas idown 
34.8 per cent}. The surge of im- 
ports reflected expansion erf ag- 
gregate domestic demand and 
is expected to continue lo do so 
in Che months ahead. 

Recovery of personal 
demand la gging 
What about demand from 
domestic personal sectors? 
Personal consumption is at a 
continuous standstill. Con- 
sumption expenditures by 
households of all categories 
decreased 1.3 per cent from a 
year earlier in January; more- 
over, when adjusted to infla- 
tion, they dropped 3 per cent. 

The drop was partly attribut- 


colder- than -normal weather 
and heavy snowfalls, but by far 
the largest factor was the slow 
growth of income. 

Wage earners’ inflation- 
adjusted income (exclusive of 
dissavings} grew by a mere 1.4 
per cent over a year earlier in 
January. Their real disposable 
income (after setting aside 
taxes, social security contribu- 
tions and other nonconsumption 
expenditures) also showed a 
small rise of 1.1 per cent 
Sluggishness in personal con- 
sumption in February was also 
evident from sales at super- 
markets and department 
5 (ores. Sales at these large- 
scale retail outlets rose 4.7 per 
cent over a year earlier in 
January, and a strong 7.4 per 
cent in February. But the 
February figure was deceptive 
as it reflected the fact that the 
month had one extra day due to 
the leap year, and, when ad- 
justment was made for this, the 
growth rate diminished to 3.7 
per cent. 

Another indicator ol 
weakness of consumption is the 
level of the outstanding balance 
of Bank or Japan notes issued 
• the monthly average), which, 
compared with the year- 
earlier-level, was up 3.9 per 
cent in January. 3.4 per cent rn 
February and 3.1 per cent in 
March. 

AH told, the future trend of 
consumption appears to depend 
crilicaUy on an increase in in- 
come. Improvement is an- 
ticipated in this respect on the 
strength of increasing cor- 
porate earnings and better em- 
ployment situs lions. 

As for housing investment, 
housing starts dropped 11.7 per 
cent from a year earlier in 
January and rebounded in 
February but only by 2.8 per 
cent. A trend of major concern 
is that housing starts in the 
Tokyo and Osaka metropolitan 
areas trailed the year-earlier 
level. Construction of housing 
units for rental purposes, how- 
ever, continued strong, up 2S.1 
per cent over a year earlier in 
February. 

Moderate rise starts to 
inventory investment 
As for the trend of corporate 
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investment, expemfitures for 
plants and equipment appear to 
be continuing firm. Orders for 
machinery t exclusive of those 
of ships and those placed by 
the electric power industry) 
rose 6.7 per cent after seasonal 
adjustment in the October - 
December period of last year 
over the preceding period 
They scared an 18.5 per cenL 
rise in January. 

According to the Bank of 
Japan's short-term business 
outlook survey (taken in 
February 1984 ) . many medium- 
sized and smaller enterprises 
are revising their estimated 
capital investment for the 
six months that ended this 
March. In addition, invest- 
ment Tor expansion planned by 
leading corporations in the 
manufacturing industry for 
fiscal 1984 represents an in- 
crease over the preceding year, 
swinging from a decrease. The 
trend presumably reflects at- 
tenuation of a feeling of exces- 
sive capacity along with a 
rising operating rate to keep up 
with an increase in production. 

The national income statis- 
tics for the last three months of 
1983 showed a considerable rise 
in inventory investment. 
Manufacturers' finished 
products inventories (seasonal- 
ly adjusted) rose 0.3 per cent 
and 1.2 per cent over a year 
earlier in January and 
February, respectively, while 
raw materials inventories 
dropped 1.3 per cent in 
January. Given a firm trend of 
final demand, centering on ex- 
ports and capital investment, 
inventory investment will likely 


maintain a moderate uptrend 
for the time being. 

Corporate finance 
increasin gl y relaxed 

Compared with the year- 
earlier level, city banks’ out- 
standing lending was 10.7 per 
cent higher at the end of 
December 1983, and 11.1 per 
cent up at the end of March 
1984. The year-to-year increase 
<as of the end oT December) 
was particularly sharp in 
lending to the financial and in- 
surance industries (up 33 9 per 
cent) and leasing (32.7 per 
cent ». but was small in lending 
to the manufacturing industry 
•4.6 per cent i and the wholesale 
and retail sectors (7.5 per 
cent). These trends indicate 
that fund demand lo be 
generated by business recowry 
is not yet full-fledged. But 
lending to smaller en I er prises 
in both manufacturing and the 
wholesale and retail sectors is 
Stronger than average. 

Under the circumstances, the 
net lending increase allowed 
under the Bank of Japan's 
•'window guidance" is set at 
51.6 per cent over a year earlier 
for the Apnl-June period, 
compared with 21.6 per cent for 
the preceding three months. 
The generous increase means 
banks should be well prepared 
to meet an upsurge in fund 
demand that is expected to 
come along with full- blown 
business recovery. In addition 
to the quantitative relaxation of 
credit, the long-term prime 
rale was lowered to 7.9 per 
cent, effective March 28.

“Keeping that hat on the whole 
time," jested Harrison Ford, who 
plays Indiana Jones in the film, 
which opened Wednesday in the 
United States. He referred to the 
dusty brown fedora that is his 
character's signature, along with 
the bull whip and the brown leath- 
er jacket. 

“It's kept on with little carpet 
tacks.” Ford deadpanned. “No. 
actually they used double-sided 
tape to' keep the hat from falling 
oft. Really. A little trick of the 
trade." 

Ford took some time away 
from filming a new movie in the 
Pennsylvania Dutch country to 
talk about his stunt-work exploits 
In “Indiana Jones," theS27.5-mil- 
iion sequel to “Raiders or the Lost 
Ark.” Both films were directed by 
Steven Spielberg. George Lucas 
of “ Star Wars" came up with the 
story, which takes Indiana Jones 
from the seedy back streets of 
Shanghai in 1935 to the mysteries 
of a maharaja's palace in a search 
for ancient ritual stones with 
magical powers. 

The stunt work in “Indiana 
Jones" is among the most com- 
plex and ambitious ever attempt- 
ed; the movie is so loaded with 
pulp-fiction plot twists and 
breakneck B-movie action that it 
could be thought of as one long, 
drawn-out, stunt. 

Although Ford eiyoys doing 
the stunt work — be trained for 
three months in preparation for 
the film — Ford suffered injuries 
that were nearly disastrous for 
“Indiana Jones." So demanding 
were the action sequences filmed 
in Sri t .anltn , Macao and England 
that Ford reactivated a pre-exist- 
ing bock injury last summer, 
when a third of the movie was yet 
to be completed.

dergo surgery for a ruptured disk. 

Six weeks after surgery. Ford 
returned to the set and began 
filming the most strenuous stunts 
of all. These involved a struggle to 
the death in an ancient mine shaft 
and the close-up shots in his tussle 
with the forces of evil on a rickety 
rope bridge. 

“Please reassure your readers 


and my producers that I'm now fit 
as a fiddle," he said. “But I could 
never have done it without Vic." 
Vic is Vic Armstrong, who has 
doubled as a stunt-man stand-in 
for Ford in u lndiana Jones" as 
well as “Raidas of the Lost Ark.” 
“Blade Runner” and “Revenge of 
the JedL" “Guys like Vic are in- 
visible, and they never get any 
credit. Nobody ever interviews 
them.” Ford added. 

“But we have to be invisible, if 
people are going to believe in the 
Film." said Armstrong by tele- 


phone from his farm in Windsor 
near England’s Pinewood studios. 
In Armstrong’s case; it was not 
that hard to be invisible: His re- 
semblance to Ford “is uncanny," 
he said. 

They first met while filming 
“Raidas" in Tunisia. Production 
people on the set kept mistaking 
Armstrong for Ford. “People 
kept railing me 'Harrison,' and at 
first I could not figure out who 
they were talking about." 

It is not that easy to double for 
Ford: “He's a very physical actor, 
a natural athlete, and he wants to 


stum work himself? “I do as much 
as possible because, with Indiana 
Jones, there are so many opportu- 
nities for characterization m the 
physical actios." he said. “Really, 
that is the character — and iff 
these moments of action you see 
Indiana Jones most dearly.” 

In addition to doubling for the 
star. Armstrong, as one of the 
film’s two "stunt arrangers," as 
they are called, also coordinated 
the efforts of m&ny of the movie's 
34 stunt men and women. 

No one person dreamed up the 
stunts in the movie. Spielberg 
would describe the effect he want- 
ed, Armstrong would concriveoT 
ways to do it, and consult with 
Ford about which actions might 
be consistent with his character- 
ization of Indiana Jones. 

Some members of preview au- 
diences were surprised at the 
movie’s PG rating, given the level 
of violence depicted on screen. 
There are scores of murders, 
shootings and stabbings as well as 
beatings and crushings. There are 
scenes of torture, whippings an d 
violence directed toward children 
and the film's female lead, Kate 
Capshaw, who plays a nightclub 
warbler who has been Shanghaied 
into journeying with Jones.

“This is a completely moral 
tale," Ford said, “and in order to

“I do not seek out movies that 
are bathed in blood,” Ford said, 
defending the level of violence in 
his movies, including “Blade 
Runner." the 1982 science fiction 
film where the characters engage 
in a sadistic and bloody finale. 

It is the 
movie roles that have sought him 
out. he said with some wonder- 
ment, and he has done the best he 
could with the scripts that came 
his way.
